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A Look at Both Sides. 

We wonder why those among our people 
who appreciate so keenly the difficulties un- 
der which, we labor in the prosecution of. the 
war, and are to think that there is 
not much use in trying to continue it, do not 
draw some comfort from the reflection that 
these difficulties are’ not pegullar to us, ‘but 
that the rebels suffer under almost every dif- 
ficulty which we have to meet, and in every 
instance their difficulty is far more serious 
than ours. 

Take the money question, for instance. 
How much more difficulty the rebels have 
always had with it than we have! What an 
infinity of shifts and schemes they have been 

compelled to adopt, and with what poor suc- 
cess! And the little success they have at- 
tained hes been only owing to the desperation 
with which they have forced the people to 
take. their. discredited currency at the 
bayonet’s point. We have not been reduced 
80 low as that. ‘But to hear some people talk, 
one would think that the rebels were to be 
envied in their treatment of financial ques- 
tions—end yet with all these forcible means 
which they have employed, how much worse 
is their condition now than ours. If gold is 
160 to 160 here, it is 260 te. 300 in the South; 
and every rise in its price here raises it in 
Richmond—the Richmond papers themselves | 
being witnesses to the fact. If exchange is 
170 and upward with us, it is°800 and up- 
ward atthe South. It is true the rebels do 
not have occasion to use as much of it as we 


do; but this ty not an advantage, but the con-‘ 


trary. They would be glad to use ten times 
as much, if our blockaders would only let 
them. 

As to prices of goods, there is, of course, 
no comparison. The burden of the blockade 
presses upon them, in addition to the burdens 
of a ecarcity of gold and the high price of 


exchange—end we are entirely free from 


those disturbances of trade which result from 
the agents of the Government insisting on pur- 
chasing articles which the Government wants, 
and fixing theirown price, under the threat 
of a Court-martial, if objection is made. Bat 
such things are narrated in the Southern pa- 
pers without remark. 

Our Government has some difficulty now 
and then with State authorities, though it 
has.gone as yet little beyond threatenings of 
trouble. Even these are troublesome enough, 
and must cause a great deal of anxiety and 
thought. Bnt such difficulties have been al- 
most continually present with the rebel Gov- 
ernment. It could hardly be otherwise than 
that’ the doctrine of State Rights, en 
which, they had based their rebellion, 
and which they had recognized in words 
by the Constitution which they adopted, 
should give them trouble, although {its 
inherent absurdity, as son as it came to be 
put in operation, made it weaker than it had 
ever been before ; and there have been con- 
tinual conflicts ‘and questions between the 
rebel States and the Confederate Government, 
which have worried them far more than such 
questions have troubled us. Correspondence 
has been ceaseless on such questions, and 
every now ‘and thenesome plenipotentiary 
has had to be sent to. this State .or. that to 
make some arrangenient {of a threatened 
quarrel. 

And.beside these, conflicts of diplomacy 
with the State authorities, they have had re- 
peated collisions with their own citizens in 
arms. A recent contest of this sort in Madi-

Slavery in Mizsoari. 

We notice that resolutions have been in- 
troduced into the Legislature of New-Jersey 
in reference to the proposed assistance of the 
General Government to Missouri in securing 
the emancipation of her alaves.. The reso- 
lutions set forth that New-Jersey is not wil- 
ling to cause her citizens to be taxed for the 
special benefit of other States, or to permit 
the money of the people to be expended for 
objects not contemplated by the Constitu- 
tion, amd that she gives notice that any debt 
contracted for this purpose is not binding in 
law or equity upon the State or its citizens, 
and will not be regarded by either in the light 
of an obligation. 

There is no doubt that emancipation will be 
an especial advantage to Missouri, but should 
any State, in discussing questions of taxation, 
be controlled by the consideration whether the 
money is or is not to be spent within herown 
borders, or for her own especial benefit? New- 
Jersey receives no special benefit from the 
money appropriated for the various Navy- 
yards and Custom-houses in other Siates, but 
she would hardly say she would not submit 
to taxation, because appropriations were 
made fer such purposes. That they are made 
for the purposes of the General Government 
is enough. And is there anything which 
would do more for the preservation of that 
Government than the extinction of Slavery 
in every one of the States? We do not 
believe that $10,000,000 could be spent ia any 
way in which it would do more for the cause 
of the Government than in securing the imme- 
diate extinction of Slavery in Missouri. 

But the resolutions aver that this is an ob- 
ject not contemplated by the Constitution. 
One of the purposes for which the Constitu- 
tion was formed was “ to secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and our posterity.” 
Would not the banishment ef Slavery from 
such an immense tefritofy, so situated as 
Missouri, come directly within that purpose? 
It may be said, indeed, that there is no lan- 
guage in the Constitution which specially au- 
thorizes the application,of money. to the 
purposes of emancipation; but where the 
general purpose of the Constitation so clearly 
includes such an application, there must be 
some very explicit language forbidding it, or 
else the general purpose must govern, And 
where is the . language forbidding it? Does 
not, rather, the@uthority given to Congress 
to “ provide for the-common defence and gen. 
eral welfare of the United States” include, by 
any fair interpretation; exactly stich appro- 
priations as this one? 

The notice that New-Jersey will not be 
liable for any debt contracted for this purpose 
is. rather unnecessary. It would be time 
enough to give it when New-Jersey herself 
proposed to contract such a debt, Whatever 
debt is contracted for this -purpose will be 
contracted by the United States, and, as yet; 
the prospect is that the United States will be’ 
able to pay all the debts contracted by them 


without calling upon New-Jersey for help.
